I have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for 
the  year  1954?  prepared  in  accordance  with  the  Ministry  of 
Health  Circular  28/54  of  15th  December s 1954* 

The  general  health  of  the  district  was  satisfactory. 
Measles  notifications  were  9 $ as  against  542  in  1953°  Whooping 
Cough  notifications  were  101  as  against  27  in  1953°  Poliomyelitis 
cases  numbered  2.  Tuberculosis  cases  were  11 , which  is  abou  tnj 
annual  rateo  Ho  diphtheria  cases  were  notified.  There  were  no 
unusual  outbreaks  of  any  kind.  Lung  Cancer  accounted  for 
eight  deaths 9 7 male  and  1 female , out  of  42  deaths  attributed 
to  Malignant  disease . Most  deaths  were  due  to  forms  of  heart 
diseases  101  out  of  a total  number  of  236  deaths»

Water  is  supplied  by  the  Mid  Wessex  Water  Company  over 
the  greater  part  of  the  district. 

The  supply  is  adequate,  chlorinated  and  satisfactory. 

The  hardness  varies  from  16.5  to  21  grains  per  gallon.  The 
Statutory  limit  is  12  grains  per  gallon  but  by  virtue  of  a 
temporary  relaxation  order  made  by  the  Minister  of  Housing  and  Local 
Government  this  limit  may  be  and  indeed  is  at  present  exceeded. 

The  Parish  of  Hartley  Wintney  has  its  own  water  supply 
for  a population  of  3,000.  The  quality  is  satisfactory  and  it  is  a 
soft  water  with  a plumbo  solvent  action.  It  is  treated  by  filtration, 
neutralization  and  chlorination.  The  number  of  premises  supplied  in 
the  parish  is  827  of  which,  754  were  dwelling  houses.  The  quantity 
is  deficient  in  the  summer  and  supplies  have  to  be  made  up  by 
taking  a supply  from  the  Mid  Wessex  Water  Company.  There  is  a 
mains  connection  which  enables  this  to  be  done. 

There  are  about  240  wells  in  the  district.  12  samples 
of  water  were  taken  during  the  year  of  which  one  was  unsatisfactory 
and  an  alternative  source  provided.

There  is  one  slaughter  house  in  operation,  at  Odiham  which 
was  re-licensed  in  1954» 

The  Sanitary  Inspectors  inspect  all  meat  killed. 


Blackbushe  Civil  Airport. 


This  Airport , which  is  a "busy  one,  is  situated  in  the 
districto  The  A* 30  road  runs  through  it. 

Dr* Sharkey,  the  Air  Port  Medical  Officer,  has  kindly 
sent  a short  report  for  the  year  1954* 

Pent  Health  - Blackhushe  Airporto 

M In  the  past  twelve  months  there  has  "been  a 
considerable  increase  in  incoming  traffic  at  this  Airport, 

"but  I am  glad  to  report  that  there  has  been  very  little 
communicable  disease. 

I have  been  called  on  several  occasions  to  see 
passengers  reported  ill  en  route  and  on  only  one  occasion 
has  action  been  necessary  from  a Public  Health  point  of 
view-  On  this  occasion  two  returning  holiday  makers  from 
Majorca  were  found  to  be  quite  ill,  suffering  from  dysenteric 
symptoms.  They  were  taken  into  a local  hospital  untill 
symptoms  subsided  and  then  proceeded  to  Edinburgh  and 
Peterborough  respectively. 

Pathological  examination  proved  a shinga  dysentery 
and  the  information  was  passed  to  the  Medical  Officers  of 
Health  concerned  through  the  usual  channels- 

Information  was  received  from  a Medical  Officer  of 
Health  that  a steward  on  one  of  the  airliners  was  suffering  from 
a notifiable  dysenteric  infection  and  the  Company  was  requested 
to  take  him  off  duty  till  proved  free  from  infection  - 

There  has  been  a considerable  increase  in  the  number  of 
aliens  on  Ministry  of  Labour  Permits  passing  through  the  port.*, 
but  it  was  not  found  necessary  on  examination  to  refuse  any  of 
them  entry  on  Medical  grounds. 

It  was  found  desirable  to  change  quarters  with  the 
immigration  officials  in  order  to  allow  them  visual  access  to  the 
apron.  The  new  quarters  have  been  found  eminently  suitable  from 
a medical  point  of  view. 

There  have  been  several  fog  diversions  from  London  Air 
Port  and  on  each  occasion  I have  found  it  possible  to  attend.
